ROBERT SHIELD’S JOURNAL

sions in a new land. Mr. Shields left Rutherglen, Scotland, in 1848, 
crossing from Liverpool to New York in 54 days on the Ocean Queen. 
He worked there for a year, then boarded the Hindoostan for New 
Orleans. Sample items from the journal;— 

“When 3 days out and rounding Cape Hattras we had a dreadful 
gale which lasted 3 days. We could only carry close reefed sail in 
going through the Bahama Islands, Saw a brig wrecked. 

When approaching New Orleans, “The Anglo American, a steam 
tow boat took us in tow together with an emigrant ship from Havre. 
The frenchmen enjoyed themselves with dancing and singing. At 
sundown we reached the Belige but had to lay there all night with 
the steamboats coughing all around. It was 5 o’clock Sunday morn¬ 
ing when we reached New Orleans but God keep me from ever see¬ 
ing such Sundays as I saw there. Such as saloons open, playing 
cards at the door. Theatre and ballrooms all open. I have never 
seen such debauched looking men in all my travels. It is nothing 
uncommon to see men with their faces all cut or have been shot as 
no one goes without a revolver, sling shot or knife. 

Worked 3 days on a boat at ship join'ering. Near lost my life 
by the explosion of the Louisiana. I was along side of her 15 min¬ 
utes and upward of 70 lives were lost and 3 boats nearly burned.. 
It blew one of their boilers 300 ft. 

“Took passage on board the New World for Louisville. Travel¬ 
ling here you get all kinds of men in the room with you. I had on 
this trip a layer (lawyer?), a nigger driver on the Yarzo River and 
a thieve. 

“Passed the steamboat Diadem which left 18 hrs. before us. The 
way the firemen worked was a caution and swore they would fight 
our firemen in Cincinatti. 

“All along were great piles of wood for steamboat fuel. At 
Vicksburg we had a view of a great many young- slaves about 10 yrs. 
old carrying wood to the shore. 

“California resembles the Highlands a little. It has been wet 
and cold. This Saturday night 1 have neither to go to a Singing 
Club nor to J. Buchanans to get my Saturday night class, and very 
little preparation for Sabbath. 

Passed New Albany. “There is a bend in the River called Shirt 
tail Bend, deriving its name by being so near to Louisville where 
they began to prepare for landing. 

At Cineinnatti. “Got up early and took a walk through the 
city. It deserves to he called the Queen City of the West. It is 
well laid out and does an immence business in curing pork, manu¬ 
facturing machinery. Sixty years previous it had never been known 
for a boat of any description to have sailed on the Ohio River. The 
Indians could scarce if ever get-across. 

Took passage on the Buckeye State for Pittsburg. “Consigned 
my tool chest to Adams Express got my passage secured for Phila¬ 
delphia at $12 straight through. 

“Got to Brown svill ,3PM and took the coach for Cumberland 
over the Allegahanys. Most disagreeable part of the journey, Tom 
Thumb’s agent rode to Uniontown with us. 

“Got to Harpers Ferry for dinner. Plenty of oysters .First I 
had from Norleans.” 

At several of these town Mr. Shield worked at his trade for a 
few weeks. Was called back to his old job in New York. Such a 
journal as this has the flavor and value of the real eye-witness ac¬ 
count. It is our loss that more such first journeys were not recorded.
